By a Staff Correspondent of the 
JEFFERSON CITY, Jan, 23.— 
The probable effect* on the net 
earnings of Union Electric Light 
and Power Co. of large additions 
to the company's property in the 
next year or two was estimated 
in an exhibit which the company

The largest of the 
prospective additions is the Bag- 
nell hydro-electric plant, which the 
company estimates will cost $33,- 
000,000.

The exhibit, showing the return 
of the company on its property in 
St. Louis for 1980, was from 9.09] 
per cent to 11.68 per cent, depend- 
ing on the meghod of valuation 
used, was prepared by Harold W. 
Ross, chief accountant of the Pub- 
lic Service Commission. The com- 
pany sought to have it introduced 
as a commission exhibit, but when 
Associate City Counselor Ferris of 
St. Louis objected, it was allowed 
to go in, as a company exhibit. 

It showed that the company’s re- 
turn would drop materially  be- 
ginning with the year 1931, would 
go still lower in 1932, but would 
recover somewhat in 1933. Using 
the reproduction cost as the rate 
base it would drop as low as 5.96 
per cent in 1932, but on a rate 
base obtained by averaging origi- 
nal cost and reproduction cost, put-

feared the auditorium would com- 
pete with that private enterprise, 
an@ by Henry R. Weisels, a real 
estate dealer, who has under op- 
tion a suggested site for the audi- 
torium at Third street and Wash- 
ington avenue. 
Bare Quorum Present. 

A bare quorum of the Supervis- 
ory Committee—nine of the 17 
members—was present. In the 
viva voce vote it appeared that all 
but W. Palmer Clarkson, a former 
Chamber of Commerce head, ap- 
proved the ordinance, except Act- 
ing Chairman Harry Scullin, who 
did not vote but who would have 
voted against the bill if permitted. 
Those favoring the appropriation 
appeared to be David Kreyling, 
Daniel J. Murphy and Charles J. 
Eisenring, leaders of labor, which 
wants the construction work: A. 
S. Werremeyer, Ernest Stix, A. C. 
Carpenter and Arthur Stoehr. 

The vote had been deferred for 
a week to give the Convention Bu- 
reau a chance to discuss changes 
in the plans. It was shown yester- 
day that the bureau had not con- 
sulted with Kinsey or the architects 
during that time.

HARRISBURG, Pa., Jan. 23.— 
Gov. Gifford Pinchot announced to- 
day that all persons who apply for 
appointment hereafter must sign a 
pledge to “defend and obey the 
Constitution of the United States 
and logally support the policies 
approved by the people of this 
Commonwealth in the election of 
1930,” 

The Governor said the appoint- 
ments, now effective or in the 
course of being made effective 
through issuance of commissions, 
would not be affected by his deci- 
sion to haye all future appointees 
pledged. 

Bight years ago, when Pinchot 
assumed the office of Governor, he 
reqttiired all appointees to pledge 
themselves in addition to uphold- 
ing the Constitution specifically to 
observe the eighteenth amendment.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—Sec-

In 1929 Good submitted a bill 
for a general draft law to take ef- 
fect immediately following decla- 
ration of war and urged its pass- 
age. Ten months later Hurley 
wrote, James opposing the bill and 
recommending that “no further 
consideration be given to the re- 
quest of Good, 

“After more consideration I bBe- 
lieve that it is not advisable to ask 
Congress to enact legislation -of 
this nature in time ‘of peace,” Hur- 
ley said. “There is great proba- 
bility that any legislation enacted 
now would prove inadequate. for 
the particular emergency in which 
the country might become  in- 
volved. It would be harmful and 
disturbing to have to repeal such

ment of a different law, gontaining 
the essential provisions. 

‘Tt. seems to me that the best 
procedure in this important mat- 
ter is to draft and keep up to date 
‘all bills considered necessary in 
event of war, and to discuss them 
from time to time with the appro- 
priate committees of Congress. In 
this way the latest thought would 
be always incorporated in the bills 
and Congress would be in a posi- 


tion to. act without hesitation 
whenever an emergency became 
imminent.”

Kelso said that the policy of dis- 
charging. the deficit in three an- 
nual payments would dispose of it 
by the next:annual meeting provid- 
ed next autumn’ s campaign is ‘sui- 
cessful.

' Senator Ralph Wammacx . of 
Bloomfield, to change the Consti- 
tution to provide for centralization 
of responsibility for the conduct of 
jthe State Government, and for a 
constitutional provision for an ade- 
quate budget system, was renewed 
yesterday when he re-introduced in 
the Senate his joint and concurrent 
resolution far the submission of an 
amendment to the Conatitution. 

Under the Wammack amend- 
ment, the only officers of the State 
who would be elected by popular 
vote would be the Governor and 
Lieutenant-Governor. All others 
would be appointed by-the Gover- 
nor, except the State Auditor, who 
would. be elected by the Legisla- 
ture in joint session. 

In the 1929 Legislature the reso- 
lution was adopted by the Senate, 
but was defeated in the House. 
Under the Constitution it was nec- 
essary to reintroduce it before it 
could be considered by the Legis- 
lature this year. 

Education Board Proposed. 

It.is proposed that the executive 
departments of the State shall be 
administered as under the existing 
law. In addition to the Governor 
and Lieutenant-Governor, the of- 
ficers are Auditor, Treasurer, At- 
torney-General and Secretary of 
State. The State Superintendert of 
Schools would be replaced by a 
State Board of Education of six 
members to be\appeinted by the 
Governor. 

Virtually the only change in the 
qualification of the officers pro- 
posed in the Wammack amendment 
is to strike out the word male. 

No salaries are fixed in the pro- 
posed amendment, it_being stipu- 
lated that salaries shall. be fixed 
by the Legislature. 

Details of Budget Pian. 

A real executive budget, such 
as is impossible under the present 
Constitution, is provided for. Un- 
der the proposed amendment, the 


Governor would prepare the bud- 
get and would have power to com- 
pel all officers to submit informa- 
tion to him. The hudget would be 
itemized and the Governor would 
submit it to the Legislature with 
the necessary appropriation bills, 
and with estimates of the expected 
revenue, and in fact every financial 
detail needed in properly appropri- 
ating the State revenues. 

The Legislature would be prohib- 
ited from increasing any item in 
the executive budget, but would 
have the power to reduce or strike 
out items. A budget appropriation, 
bill would become a law when 
passed by the Legislature - and 
would not require the Governor’s. 
approval after passage. 

The Legislature would be pro- 
hibited from passing any other ap- 
propriation bills before the budget 
appropriation bills were passed, 
and even then would be without 
power to make further appropria- 
tions unless it provided the rev- 
enue needed to pay them, or there 
existed sufficient unappropriated 
funds to meet the demand of the 
additional appropriation. 

Urged by Short Ballot Advocates. 

Advocates of the short bailot 
have presented as arguments in its 
favor that it would operate to 
bring into office a higher class of 
officials, and that it would cen- 
tralize responsibility in one execu- 
tive head of the government,’ In 
effect, it would produce for the 
State the same form of government 
as that of the United States, for 
which only the President and Vice 
President are elected, all other of- 
ficers being appointed by the Presi- 
dent.

100 HURT WHEN REDS AND

IS SURE 10 COME 


Wickersham Board Member 
Asserts Parents Are Ap- 
palled at Seeing Boys and 
Girls Intoxicated. 


WOULD ERADICATE 
BOOTLEG EVILS 


Declares It Is Too Easy to 
Make Alcohol — Denies 
President Dictated to the

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 23.—, 


Kenneth Mackintosh bf Seattle,

“It is too easy to make alcohol. 
Almost anyone can afford to set up 
@ small still in his cellar. And as 
for the taste of the stuff, there are 
very few left who can really dis- 
cern. The new generation, cer- 
tainly, eannot tell the old brands 
from overnight stuff. I should 
suppose: they would be rather sus- 
picious of the taste of the genuine 
product. 

“As was to be expected, passion-

“I wish I.could,” 
continues Prof. Dobie, ‘‘for in the 
wide-spreading Grasshoppers’ Li- 
brary I have learned the most val- 
uable things I know.” 

It will be obvious to any reader 
that ‘“‘Coronado’s Children” is a 
very valuable contribution to the 
literature of American  folk-lore.

WOMAN SCIENTIST DIES AT 90 


Miss Frances Andrews Succumbs 
at Rome, Ga. 
By the Associated Press. 
ROME, Ga, Jan. 23.—Miss 
Frances Andrews, 90 years old, 
noted scientist, who with Theodore 


Roosevelt, and Woodrow Wilson 
was elected to the International 
Academy of Science by the Italian 
Government a number of years 
ago, died yesterday of a heart at- 
tack, 

Miss Andrews was the author of 
several scientific articles, and a 
textbook on botany indorsed by 
the French Government for use by 
the schools of France. During her 
early womanhood she wrote many 
works of fiction, among them “The

$1,900,000 BUILDING 
FOR HOSPITAL PLANNED 


Bethesda Trustees -to Start 
Fund Campaign Early 
Next Year. ' 


Plans for a $1,500,000 Bethesda 
Hospital building to replace the 
present antiquated hospital at 3649 
Bethesda avenue were announced 
yesterday by Mrs. J. Herndon 
Smith, president of thé board of 
trustees. 

The board voted to postpone its 
financial campaign, originally 
planned for.early this year, be- 
cause of the depression and to 
avoid any interference with the 
Red Cross drive for a $10,000,000 
national drouth relief fund. The 
hospital campaign is expected to 
wait now until early in 1932. 

Bethesda was founded in 1889 
and cares for about 1000 persons 
a year. Its service for chronic 
patients and maternity cases, as 
well as general hospital patients, 
will be carried on in the new plant, 
Mrs. Smith said. 

To assure the utmost in design 
and equipment, the institution has 
engaged Dr. William H. Walsh, 
Chicago hospital consultant and 
former executive secretary of the 
American Hospital Association, 
who is in St. Louis now. In his 
report to the board he emphasized 
the particular need in St. Louis of 
hospital facilities for patients of 
modést means who do not want 
charity. He said St. Louis’ lack of 
hospital space for chronic patients 
was “pitiable beyond words,” and 
recommended expansion of Be- 
thesda’s service for them. 

The building is to be designed 
by Smith & Guager of St. Louis, in 
consultation with the Chicago firm 
of Pond, Pond; Martin & Lloyd, 
specialists in hospital planning.

When he 
thought he was dying, he con- 
fessed, naming Kraft as an accom- 
plice in both the Detroit and Penn- 
sylyania holdups. Later he re- 
pudiated that confession.

food experts lament the fact that 
souffles are served so seldom. It 


seeking for foods that can be pre- 
pared and left in the oven or in 
the icebox until ready to be served. 

Souffles are of two kinds—hot 
and cold. Hot souffles are the more 
delicate; their main difficulty is 
that they must be served as soon 
as they are cooked or they “flop.” 
Cold souffles are made with gela- 
tine, corn starch, tapioca, with egg 
whites or cream and are similar to 
charlotte or whips. 

Hot souffles, or cold, too, for that 
matter, should be very light and 
fluffy and are always served from 
the dish in which they are baked. 
Generally speaking they are more 
attractive when served in individual 
dishes, though one large one is oft- 
en preferred. They may be made 
from fruit, chocolate, chestnuts, or 
are sometimes simply flavored with 
vanilla or other extracts. Most of 
the hot souffles may be made from 
the same basic recipe. The one 
given her» was supplied by an 
American-French friend, modified 
in proportions to serve four per- 
sons. 

Basic Souffle Recipe. 

Melt two tablespoons butter, add 
three tablespoons flour and stir 
over a slow fire until well blended.

If your hall floor is hardwood, 
it may be made more interesting 
by using smiall hooked * rugs or 
“scatter rugs” of Oriental design.

Hair 
used for such purposes comes from 
Czecho-Slovakia and Germany in 
braids, as does fiber, which is eas- 
ier to work with. After the hair 
is unbraided and dampened, it 
must be pressed out with a warm 
iron, then cut off at a straight 
edge. The gum is applied on the 
tace, the straight edge attached 
to the face, and the beard then 
trimmed with scissors to the re- 
quired shape. 

To gray the hair, starch or alu- 
minum powder is applied. The 
latter is better but more difficult 
to wash out. 

Shaping the nose, building up 
the cheek bones, blotting out the 
eyebrows, and making the eyelids 
heavy can be accomplished by the 
use of putty or plasto wax. For 
additions or changes to the faial 
structure, putty is usually consid- 
ered too insecure—it falls off. Cot- 
ton wool is often inserted between 
the teeth and the cheek to puff 
out the face. And for making 
bags under the eyes, cotton wool 
can be cut into a crescent shape,

Collodion is another makeup 
requisite. It draws the skin, and. 
is used to make scars—with two 
coats for deep scars. It is to be 
remembered that collodion is used 
to remove collodion, whereas cold 
cream is used to remove tthe base 
makeup. 

Simulating very old age is no 
problem, once you -know how to 
apply a thin coat of putty to the 
face, and then grave lines into it 
with a sharp point for criss8-cross- 
ing deep wrinkles, and then trace 
the lines with red water colors.
